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KBeach joins the airwaves as an 
FM HD-3 station, alumni return 


The station reaches 
from Mission Viejo 

to Oxnard and up to 
seven miles out to sea.

With a short speech and an eclectic 
live DJ set, KBeach FM radio offi- 
cially came alive yesterday afternoon. 

The Cal State Long Beach radio 
network, which has existed online 
since its birth in 1995, will now have 
a greater audience. and a larger geo- 
graphical reach thanks to its move to 
the FM frequency. The new 88.1 HD-3 
station was launched yesterday with a 
reception at the University Student 
Union. 

President F. King Alexander, Asso- 
ciated Students Inc. Executive Direc- 
tor Richard Haller and USU Director 
Dave Edwards all spoke at the launch, 
praising the effort and drive of the 
K Beach staff in getting the FM signal. 

“It’s never been stronger,” Alexan- 
der said of the station. “It’s only going 
to get better and bigger.” 

The end of the ceremony was timed 
to coincide with the first official trans- 
mission of KBeach 88.1 HD-3. ASI 
President John Haberstroh and Vice 
President Jonathon Bolin welcomed 
listeners to the station on air for the 
first time. “Soulection” with alumnus 
Joe Kay was the first show on the new 
channel. 

“Being on FM radio is something 
I’ve always dreamed about, but it’s 
happened faster than I thought,” Kay 
said. “It’s a major boost. It’s official 
now. It will definitely raise the profile 
of KBeach.” 

Among those in attendance was 
station founder Mike Soultanian, who 
was presented with the K Beach found-

er’s award. He spoke of KBeach’s 
humble beginnings in his dorm room 
in 1995. 


“When we started, there was no 


way to get onto FM or AM,” Soulta- 
nian said of the online. approach. “It 
wasn’t about listenership. It was about 
learning how to do radio.” 

KBeach adviser Danny Lemos 
said that Soultanian’s ethos is still in 
place, calling the station “a learning 
laboratory” for students. The new 
signal will reach from Mission Viejo 
to Oxnard, across the Los Angeles 
metropolitan area and up to seven 
miles out to sea. 

“For students, this will have incred- 
ible benefit,’ Lemos said. “It will also 
give a validity to our signal and pro- 
gramming that stations on the Internet 
don’t have. The credit on students’ re- 
sumes will mean a lot more.” 


KBeach will broadcast on part of - 


KJazz’s signal, under a new agree- 
ment signed with the jazz station. 
KBeach will run 24 hours a day, with 
new programs planned to join many 
existing shows from KBeach online 
on the FM band. It will be the first 


student-run radio station at Cal State 
Long Beach since KSUL was taken 
off the air in 1981, and the first new 
student radio station in California in 
37 years, according to Lemos. 

_ “Tt took us 32*years, but we got 
Long Beach students back on the air,” 
Haller said at the launch. He also said 
it was one of the most memorable mo- 
ments of his career. j 

The launch was also the first time 
that KBeach radio alumni had offi- 
cially gathered, according to Lemos, 
and it was the first step in welcom- 
ing alumni back to the station. Mike 
Stark, head of the KBeach alumni re- 
lations committee, said that veterans 
of the CSULB radio station would be 
returning to offer guidance, advice, 
technical training and support for stu- 
dents. 


“There’s a whole network of 50 or 


60 alumni who are interested in get- 
ting involved,” Stark said. “We have 
a committee of five alumni who are 
involved in radio, who will be coming 
in to help out.”

Aceves said that people were at- 
tracted to Heart-Art primarily through 
fliers, the WRC newsletter, Week of 
Welcome and word of mouth. 

“We have all tried to support and 
give out fliers to students and different 
departments,” Aceves said. “We try to 
spread the word of helping others.” 

Aceves said that making a card is a 
simple thing anyone can do to brighten 
someone’s day. 

“We let people know what Heart- Art 
is about and give them the opportunity 
to be a part of the community outside of 
[Cal State Long Beach],” Aceves said. 
“It is as simple as a 10-minute project 
that can be uplifting toward someone 
who really needs it.” 

Biridiana Medina, a student assistant 


at the WRC and senior psychology.ma- 


jor, said that she had fun with this proj- 
ect and it brought out her creative side.

Cal State Long Beach journalism 
professor John Shrader’s name may 
not ring a bell with Southern Califor- 
nia sports fans, but for fans of the Los 
Angeles Galaxy,.his voice could soon 
become very familiar. 

Shrader was recently named a 
play-by-play announcer for the Major 
League Soccer team, a position he 
has picked up in addition to his teach- 
ing duties at CSULB. He will call the 
Galaxy action for Time Warner Cable 
Sports Net starting on March 17, a duty 
he said he is hugely excited about. 

“Soccer has been in my DNA for a 
while,” Shrader said. 

Shrader worked in sports broad- 
casting in Northern California for 
30 years, covering the San Francisco 
49ers, the Oakland Athletics, the San 
Jose Sharks and San Jose State foot- 
ball. He has worked in a variety of

positions for radio, TV and print, most’ 
recently covering the San Jose Earth- 
quakes from 1996 to 2012. He came to 
CSULB in fall 2011. 

“There aren’t a lot of American 
broadcasters who do soccer, which is 
good for those of us who-do it,” he said. 
“You fall in love with the game, how 
it’s played and the people around it.” 

Shrader said that despite his new an- 
nouncer position, he will continue to 
carry on his duties at CSULB. He said 
that the Galaxy position will benefit both 


his teaching career and his students. 
“It’s actually very good for teach- 
ing,” he said, “because when you're 
working semi-regularly in the [journal- 
ism] business, you keep on top of the 
latest technology and business and pro- 
fessional trends. And as important as 
anything, you keep and enhance your 
relationships in the business.” ; 
Shrader is now juggling two. high- 
pressure jobs, and despite what arm- 
chair sports analysts may think, a large 
amount of preparation is required for the 


sportscaster position, Shrader said. He 

said the sportscaster positioris “really 

a two-day job,” involving research, 

preparing tip sheets and spending time 

getting friendly with the team. 

“When you’re associated with a 
team, you get to know the teams and 
players, which helps with prepara- 
tions,” he said. “You work on the game 
all week at practice, but once the game 
starts, that’s the fun part. The prepara- 
tion falls in place, so if you’ve worked 
hard, the game works itself out.” 

After 30 years in the broadcast- 
ing business, covering everything 
from professional football to college 
sports, Shrader said he isn’t fazed by 
the job anymore. He said he thrives 
on the electric atmosphere of the live 
role and the “team sport” nature of 
the commentary booth. 

“If you’ve prepared well, it just 
comes out naturally,’ Shrader said. 
“Tt flows. You get into a groove. And 
hopefully the audience gets the best 
entertainment value.” 

In giving advice to young journalists 
interested in the broadcasting business, 
Shrader suggested they keep on their toes. 

“Show up ’to:-work every day, and 
work hard every day,” he said, “be- 
cause you don’t know who is watching 
or who will be your next employers.” 


Condoms will mark the day of love next to Brotman Hall

Most students plan to celebrate Feb. 14 


with big teddy bears, heart-shaped candy 


boxes. and bouquets of roses, but a few 
groups on campus will mark the day with 
something else in hand — condoms. 
Peer educators from the Health 
Resource Center and volunteers from 
Lambda Sigma Gamma Sorority, Inc. 
will promote sexual health on Thurs- 
day by handing out free condoms in 
celebration of National Condom Day, 
which coincides with Valentine’s Day. 
The groups will set up a table by the 
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water fountain néxt to Brotman Hall 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

“We do National Condom Day ev- 
ery year, and it’s always on Valentine’s 
Day,” Heidi Burkey, coordinator of the 
Health Resource Center, said. On aver- 
age, Burkey said the Health Resource 
Center usually hands out about 150 
condoms within two hours. 

According to Burkey, the groups 
will also ask students to put on alcohol 
goggles, impairing the student’s vision 
as if the student is intoxicated. Stu- 
dents will also take part in a DUI test, 
being asked to walk in a straight line. 

“Then we’ll have them put a condom 
on a penis model,” Burkey said. “If stu- 
dents fail to properly put on the condom 
on the model, the volunteers will show 
them how to properly put it on.” 

Burkey said the event’s goal is to 
prevent the spread of sexually trans- 


mitted diseases and unwanted preg- 


nancies. She said approximately 50 
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percent of all pregnancies across the 
country are not planned. 

Molica Lim, a junior graphic design 
student, said that people need to “be pro- 
tected on Valentine’s Day because you 
never know what’s going to happen.” 

She also said she thinks the outreach 
event is a good idea but that some peo- 
ple may be too embarrassed to go to it. 

Senior sociology major Manny Her- 
nandez said he thinks people need to 
.be more informed about sexual health. 

“Even when you think someone is 
safe, or that you’re immune to a situ- 
ation, you may not be, so you need to 
take all the precautions necessary,” he 
said. “You don’t want to do something 
you regret later in life.” 

Freshman biology major Eddie Re- 
cinos said he thinks the event will ben- 
efit students by providing them with 
something they may not have. 

“A lot of people, rather than buying 
condoms, they just have sex because 
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they don’t want to waste their time 
buying condoms,” Recinos said. 

Recinos also said the event “makes 
it more interesting” to learn about sex- 
ual health. 

“It makes people want to go,” he said. 

At the event, volunteers will also 
promote programs like the sexual 
health workshops offered at the Health 
Resource Center and the Family PACT 
program, which offers free STD test- 
ing, prescriptions for condoms, birth 
control, Pap smears, HIV screening 
and other resources, according to Bur- 
key. 

Burkey said the Health Resource 
Center aims to help students achieve 
their academic goals by offering sex- 
ual health awareness workshops and 
programs like Family PACT. 

“One way of doing this is by help- 
ing students take care of their sexual 
health,” Burkey said, “an important 
component of student’s health.”

to Public Information Officer Nancy 
Pratt. Doctors at St. Mary Medical Cen- 
ter sedated Ramos to unconsciousness 
so she could properly heal from her in- 
juries the day after the accident, accord- 
ing to her father, Vincent Ramos. 

“We thought of the idea two days 
after [the accident] happened,” Carnes 
said. “We’re hoping all students will 
see [the booth].” 

_ About 1,700 to 2,000 students were 
expected to fill the. Pyramid for the 
blackout game, Nieto said. Students 
stopped by the booth to donate cash 
or checks in a yellow envelope. If stu- 
dents did not have money to spare, they 
would still offer their time to draw on 
vibrant sheets of paper and write car- 
ing messages, making get-well card. 

“Any words of encouragement, even if 
they are from someone you don’t know, 
are helpful,” senior anthropology and hu- 
man development major Bree Whitney 
said. “I hope it helps with her recovery,” 

Freshman pre-nursing major Patrisha 
Hastings said that when her own sister 
was hospitalized, greeting cards and en- 
couragement would brighten up her day. 

“[My sister] was smiling,’ Hast- 
ings said. “Being in the hospital is not 
fun ... if | was in [Elizabeth Ramos’s] 
shoes, it would help me heal. You don’t 
have to know her to care.” 

Vincent Ramos visited the booth 
with Lydia Ramos and senior nutrition 
major Theresa Nguyen, Elizabeth Ra- 
mos’s mother and best friend respec- 
tively. Elizabeth Ramos is in stable 
condition, and her recovery is going 
well, her father said. 

“Today has been the best day for me,” 
Vincent Ramos said, stopping by the 
booth after he left from visiting his daugh- 
ter at the hospital. “She is doing very well 
... it’s:going to be a long process.” 

According to Vincent Ramos, Eliza- 
beth Ramos can now open her eyes 
slightly and breathe for two hours at 
a time without the help of a ventilator. 
Injuries on her arms and her leg have 
yet to heal, Vincent Ramos said. 

Lidya Ramos, who spends about 15 to 
16 hours in the hospital with her husband 
and daughter, also visited the booth. 

“It’s so touching,” she said. “There’s 
no words that can describe what we feel. 
The students are amazing. They are not 
self-centered ... they are more giving.”

Our job at The Daily 49er is to re- 
port campus news in a timely manner 
so that students and faculty know what 
is going on in and around Cal State 
Long Beach.

A few weeks ago, we ran into one of 
these roadblocks. 

On Jan. 23, we were informed that 
the Judiciary branch of Associated 
Student Inc. called a special meeting 
to file an injunction addressed to the 
executive 
branch of 
ASI. After 
asking to see 
the injunc- 
tion, we found that the injunction was 
filed for reasons that listed personal 
and student complaints about discrimi- 
nation from organizations recruiting at 
Week of Welcome. 

We also wanted to see the minutes 
from the special meeting that took 
place while the injunction was being 
written. ; 

According to the ASI bylaws, the 
Judiciary must “forward a copy of 
Judiciary Minutes to AS Senate and 
Executive members within four work- 
ing days after their latest meeting” 
(Bylaws Chapter I, Article III, Section 
6, Number 7). This means that the 
meeting minutes should have been 
available by Jan. 29. 


Our VIEW 


Tuesday came around, and low and behold, there were no min- 
utes. A reporter went to the Judiciary meeting on Jan. 30 to find out 
the details about the injunction and to ask for a copy-of the minutes. 

That evening, our reporter finally received a response about the spe- 
cial meeting minutes. They did, in fact, exist; however, they would not 
be ready until Feb. 1 because they needed “grammatical” corrections. 

On Feb. 1, the reporter finally received the minutes — three full 
working days after they were supposed to be ready. 

The injunction required the executive branch of ASI to write a 
report detailing what it planned to do to prevent discrimination at 


Week of Welcome. A report was submitted, which our reporter was 
unable to access because changes were being made to that too. We 
also found that the Senate has never received minutes from past 
Judiciary meetings either, even though the Judiciary is required to 
send the minutes to the Senate, according to the bylaws. 

After jumping through so many hoops to verify the facts, the 
story had lost its timeliness and relevancy, so we had to.kill it — 
but that doesn’t mean we stopped asking questions. 

We have since found out that the current justices are fairly new; 
there are only two returning justices this year. There is also a hew 
court clerk. The freshness of the Judiciary may have been a cause 
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of the confusion and delay in providing the minutes. : 

Still, our job is to get the news to the public as quickly and 
accurately as possible. We are the only daily student newspaper 
on campus, and it becomes frustrating when we cannot receive a 
straight answer. Our reporter went well out of her way to get the 
answers, but she was mostly shut down or told to wait. 

And in the process of all this, ASI broke its own bylaws. If the 
organization is breaking its own bylaws, it makes us wonder what 
other shenanigans are going on in ASI. x 

Whether or not these shenanigans do exist, we just hope for bet- 
ter communication and more urgency from ASI in the future.

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LBSU wins, sweeps Titans for first time since 2006-07 


The 49ers defeated 
Cal State Fullerton by 
20 on Blackout Night.

James Ennis has made a habit of 
feasting on one of his teams’ most bit- 
ter rivals. : 

Blackout Night inthe Walter Pyra- 
mid was no different. ; 

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team (15-9, 11-2 Big West Confer- 
ence) held the nation’s fourth most potent 
offensive attack nearly 17 points under 
its scoring average (81.8) and defeated 
Cal State Fullerton (12-12, 5-7), 85-65, 
Wednesday night for its 24th straight vic- 
tory at home over Big West foes. 

Ennis wasted little time extending his 
streak of double-digit scoring to 29 games. 

The senior guard scored 11 points over 
the first 10 minutes of play and finished the 
night with a double-double on 26 points 
and 15 rebounds to go with three steals. 

He shot 10-of-16 from the field, and 
The Beach outshot Fullerton 51.5 per- 
cent to 35.3 on the night. 

“Off of our defense and our stops we 
started getting the break open more,” 
Ennis said. “We had each others’ back, 
and we came out as a team.” 

Ennis has now scored 20 or more 
points eight times this season. 

The Beach took a 42-36 advantage 
into the half, but Fullerton responded 


with a quick 10-4 run to start the sec- 
ond frame to tie the contest at 46. 

LBSU would never fall behind, how- 
ever, as it answered with a 25-3 out- 
burst over the following eight minutes 
to regain complete control. 

Ennis was one of five ‘Niners in 
double figures, as the balanced scoring 
effort extended to Tony Freeland (13), 
Dan Jennings (12), Peter Pappageorge 
(12) and Keala King (10). , 

Freeland also contributed a double- 


double for The Beach with 13 points 
and 12 boards to go along with four as- 
sists, two steals and a block. 

“We were due to have a real good 
game overall,” Freeland said. “It was 
time. Coach really stressed that we 
needed. to have a good start against 
these guys, and we did that today.” 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
he saw signs of the team playing the way 
he has pictured since the offseason.

the second half that was the Long Beach 
State 49er basketball team that I think I 
envisioned and a lot of people envisioned,” 
he said.
